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The  Borllllon  OlBlllflcatlon  of  Diseases  was  adopted  January  1,  19U1.  Compared  with  reports  of  previous  years,  it  will  be  found  that  according  to  this  classification,  deaths  from  Oastro  Enteritis  are  included  in  the  Diarrhoeas  and  deaths  from  kfuaimUl  over 
three  months  of  age  are  takeu  out  of  the  (tangential  Debility  and  put  among  the  Hi-defined  Causes.
